DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -1 1 and 1 3-1 7 are found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant's amendment now requires specific rheological properties not 
taught in the prior art of record. The applicant use of the term "pseudoplastic" implies 
that the composition will become less viscous upon the application of a shear force. In 
contrast the prior art of record teaches gelling compounds which do not behave in this 
manner. The pseudoplastic nature of the composition in combination with the specific 
required ingredients for use in a process of radioactive decontamination was not found 
in the prior art of record. Nor would it have been obvious to modify the prior art to 
obtain compositions having these compounds and properties. 

4. The remainder of the references cited with this document are to demonstrate the 
state of the art in pseudoplastic compositions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
